Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record teaches a toner layer transferred from the peripheral surface of a 
toner layer forming member to the peripheral surface of a developing member after the 
thickness of the toner layer has been regulated by the toner layer regulating member.
